Environment Canada 
Geoff Coulson. 

He said an influx of 
cold air behind a south¬ 
west wind pattern, espe¬ 
cially when Lake Erie 
hasn't iced over, is a defi¬ 
nite recipe for lake effect 
snow.

Warm lake temperature 
puts more power 
behind snow squall

"When those winds line up both 
at the surface and at the lowest lev¬ 
els of the atmosphere out of the 
southwest, it brings moisture right 
along the axis of Lake Erie," said 
Coulson. 

He said lake effect snow is more 
common in the earlier part of win¬ 
ter and as cold temperatures over a 
longer period of time freeze the 
lake, events like this become less 
frequent. 

"The exchange between the lake 
and the air is impeded by the ice as 
it gets thicker, so that tends to 
diminish the strength of the lake 
effect," he said. 

He said Sunday and Monday's 
snowfall was as intense as it was 
because of Lake Erie's tempera¬ 


ture being slightly warmer than 
what it normally is this time of 
year, accompanied by colder tem¬ 
peratures. 

"The bigger the difference, the 
more powerful the snow squalls 
can be," said Coulson. 

He continued by estimating that 
Greater Fort Erie will not see any¬ 
thing "more than normal" this win¬ 
ter and expects temperatures to 
become bitter cold in the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks. 

On Tuesday, Paul Woodhouse 
could be found removing the accu¬ 
mulated snowfall from his drive¬ 
way on Albany Road. 

He said he doesn't hide in the 
house and hope that it melts like 
other people might do, but instead 
welcomes it with an open shovel. 

"I think it's the best exercise a 
guy can get," said Woodhouse.

Car accident claims life 
of 18 -year-old 



A tragic accident from last 
weekend has claimed the life of an 
18-year-old female from Fort Erie. 

On Saturday, at approximately 
11:37 p.m. the driver of a Chevy 
Cavalier travelling westbound on 
Hwy. 3 near Nigh Road lost control 
of her vehicle on icy road condi¬ 
tions and spun into oncoming traf¬ 
fic before the car was broadsided 
by another vehicle. 

The passenger in the Cavalier, 
Reilly Anzovino, who was pursuing 
a post-secondary education in 
Ottawa, was transported to 
Welland County General Hospital, 
where she was pronounced 
deceased. The 18-year old driver of 
the Cavalier, also from Fort Erie, 
was taken to the Welland hospital 
site suffering from non-life threat¬ 
ening but serious injuries. 

The vehicle heading east was 
occupied by three people, all of 
whom are from Fort Erie. Their 
injuries are considered serious but 
non-life threatening according to 
Ontario Provincial Police (OPP). 

Sgt. Dave Woodford, media co¬ 
ordinator with the OPP's highway 
safety division said the investiga- 


ongoing and that on 
Tuesday, it was still too early to 
determine what may have caused 
the accident, other than icy driving 
conditions and fog. He said speed, 
mechanics of the car and other 
things still need to be examined. 

"These are all parts of the inves¬ 
tigation and we will rule them out 
as we move forward," said 
Woodford.

In 2001, Fort Erie was identified 
as a community that needed a new 
facility for its local police detach¬ 
ment. In 2010, this will become a 
reality, along with a new Niagara 
Emergency Medical Services

Teenage girl missing 
from Georgia located 
at Peace Bridge 


Customs and Border Protection 
(CBP) Field Operations announced 
the apprehension of a missing 15 year- 
old girl from Georgia, and the arrest of 
a 27 year-old man who accompanied 
her. 

On December 22, CBP Officers 
encountered a 27 year-old El 
Salvadorian national, as he applied for 
admission into the United States at the 
Peace Bridge border crossing, Buffalo, 
NY. 

The male was traveling with a 15 
year-old female and advised CBP 
Officers that he was being returned 
the U.S. after being refused entry into 
Canada. He stated that the two were 
enroute to Canada to visit family 
members in Toronto for the holidays. 
A primary name query of the 15 year- 
old female revealed that she may be 
subject of a missing persons report out 
of Georgia. The report was issued on 
the 18th of December and was initiat¬ 
ed by the girl's family. Both subjects 
were referred to CBP for a secondary 
enforcement exam. 

During the course of the secondary 
inspection, Agents from Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (ICE) and 
CBP Officers determined that the 
juvenile was in fact the subject of the 
missing persons report. CBP officers 


confirmed the validity of the report 
with the Clarkson, GA Police 
Department. ICE and CBP also noti¬ 
fied the juvenile's parents, who 
advised that she did not have permis¬ 
sion to travel, nor did the pair have 
permission to take the family car. 

Additional record checks on the 
male revealed that he had been previ¬ 
ously deported from the United States 
in April of 2007. 

Rivera-Perez admitted that he ille¬ 
gally re-entered the United States 

sometime in May of 2007, doing so 
on foot across the U.S.- Mexico bor- 

He admitted that he and the 15 
year-old female were romantically 
involved, and that they were going to 
Canada to start a new life. Rivera- 
Perez was charged with 
Transportation with Intent to Engage 
in Criminal Sexual Activity and Re¬ 
entering the United States after 
Deportation. Rivera-Perez remains in 
the Batavia, NY Federal Detention 
Facility pending prosecution by the 
U.S. Attorney's Western District of 
New York Office. The juvenile was 
temporarily sheltered at the Compass 
House in Buffalo. She was re-united 
with her family on Christmas Eve 
morning.
